SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Mark Searle, was a great Liturgical 
Theologian from Notre Dame, who died in 
1993. He spoke about the font as the heart of 
the Baptistry, which should not surprise us. 
Searle goes on to say " the baptistry is no 
ordinary place, but the scene of our being made 
over in the likeness of Christ, our being 
transformed with the same spirit of God that 
hovered over the waters of creation and raised 
Jesus from the dead, of our being ourselves 
plunged into the mystery of death and of death's 
irreversible defeat". 



Regina Kuehn in her book A Place For 
Baptism speaks of the font having two 
functions. First, it reveals by it shape part of the 
truth about baptism and second the font points 
to the water, revealing the mystery of baptism. 
Throughout the history of the church, there have 
been different shapes of fonts as Kuehn states 
that depicts some truth of the sacrament of 
Baptism, for example font as womb, font as 
octagon or font as cruciform, to name a few. 

A circle font is often symbolized as a womb. 
Kuehn says that the word womb connotes a 
warm, cavernous, sheltering place where 
something can grow, develop to capacity and 
then be born into a new way of life. It is like a 
Mother's womb, which is the place in where 
each offspring receives its initial imprint and 
pattern, influencing and, to some extent, 
determining its course of life. 

The word octagon comes from the Greek 
denoting a shape with eight sides. Both Saints 
Ambrose and Augustine say the number eight 
pointing to the eighth day, the day after the 
Sabbath, and the day of Resurrection. 
Augustine, in his book. The City of God speaks 
of the eight day in this way " the seventh shall 
be our Sabbath, which shall be brought to a 
close, not by an evening, but by the Lord's day, 
as an eighth and eternal day, consecrated by the 
resurrection of Christ, and prefiguring the 
eternal repose not only of the spirit, but also of 
the body. There we shall rest and see, see and 
love, love and praise. This is what shall be in 
the end without end. For what other end do we 
propose to ourselves than to attain to the 
kingdom of which there is no end"? 

The font we are considering at OLBH is the 
Cruciform shape font located at the entrance of 
our worship space. Next week we will look at 
the symbolism of the cruciform shaped font.
